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ADMINISTRATOR'S REPORT

Borough Hall Renovations — Administrator McNeilly reported that the renaeas are moving
along. Council Chambers is currently being workadand the room will be in usable condition
for the first week of November. Mayor Maio askéuttthe poll workers be advised of the
condition of the Council Chambers.

Knox Box — Administrator McNeilly reported that the Fire fzetment has submitted the
Standard Operating Procedure (SOP) for the Knox lBxys and copies were distributed to the
Mayor and Council. The SOP has been reviewed ppobaed by Mr. Stein, Borough Attorney.
Administrator McNeilly stated that Mr. Stein adwiséhat the SOP should be reviewed after
seven months to determine if any changes are ragess

Fire Truck Accident — Administrator McNeilly reported that on SeptemB8, 2012 one of the
fire trucks was involved in a motor vehicle accidefhere were no injuries. The fire truck was
parked at the scene of a fire when it was struckabyehicle operated by a Fireman. The
insurance adjuster has inspected the damage ardrénBepartment will make arrangements to
have the truck repaired.

Fire Department Radio System — Administrator McNeilly reported that he has iiged the final
qguote from Spectrum Communications regarding thechase of the high frequency radio
system. The quote is based on the field test, irements of the Borough and the Fire
Department and includes the authorized price o251 for the FCC License. Administrator
McNeilly requested approval from the Mayor and Gouto proceed with the purchase. Mayor
Maio asked Chief Card to come forward. Alan Boaksp?? Assistant Chief, came forward as
well and stated that after reviewing the quote ake with Ed from Spectrum Communications
and the Fire Department officers and members anédsmt that this system will provide all the
communication needs now and in the future. The Bepartment is ready to move ahead with
the new equipment and then the siren can be digland

Councilman Benson asked if there are any peaksvalhelys in the Borough where the radios
will not work. Mr. Bookspan stated that the higimld portables were tested through the portable
repeater that was set up in the Borough by the nowée testing of the radios confirmed that
they work in Andover, Hopatcong and for severalesiiin every direction. The radios worked
much better than anticipated. Councilman Benst&edd this system will be compatible with
any dispatch changes. Mr. Bookspan replied thah@<ounty continues to move toward high
band one town at a time, the system will be abléd¢ocompatible with everyone and their
frequencies will be able to be integrated into Five Departments radios. If the County moves
ahead with high band, the new system will be corpfgatvith that system as well. The only cost
may be a reprogramming fee.

Councilman Thornton asked if the sirens are gotngd turned off completely or will they be
used as a back-up system. Mr. Bookspan statedhi@overning Body could choose to leave
the sirens in place but the Fire Department witllm®relying on them. The purpose of this new
system is to provide a secure system that meetsebés of the Fire Department. Councilman
Benson asked if the Ambulance Squad will be tigd this system. Councilwoman Kuncken
responded that the Ambulance Squad uses a conyptktigrent system and would not be tied
into the Fire Department. Mayor Maio stated thiginal concept was to eliminate the sirens.
Councilman Thornton asked what will happen if thdrs go down. Mr. Bookspan stated there
are safeguards in the system. |If central dispatchparta goes down, the Fire Department will
be able to dispatch themselves as well as thed°Digpartment.

Administrator McNeilly asked for a straw poll vadé the Council. Mayor Maio polled Council
on moving ahead with the purchase of the high vadm system for the Fire Department:

Mayor Maio thanked Chief Card and®2ssistant Chief Bookspan for their time and effdrt
planning for this new radio system. AdministratéeNeilly asked Chief Card to sign the quote
so that it can be processed through the systenmcapital item. Administrator McNeilly stated
that the antennas for the new system should balledtbefore the weather changes.
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Administrator McNeilly stated that the Borough cadar contains information explaining what
the sirens mean which will need to be removed. n€ibwoman Kuncken asked if the siren
information pertains to just the Fire DepartmefAtiministrator McNeilly responded positively.

Mayor Maio asked Ellen Horak, Borough Clerk, whéw tdraft of the calendar would be
available. Mrs. Horak replied that she is waitfogthe Recreation Commission to supply dates
for next year’'s events, Arlene Fisher needs to idethe new amounts for affordable housing
and the cover is going to be designed by the Sfanl8chool students. The new technology
teacher will be working with the students. Thentleethis year is “The Spirit of Stanhope”.

Lenape Valley High School — Administrator McNeilly reported that the CFO ha®vided the
cost breakdown for the 10% surcharge that is clidafge outside police details. The costs
associated with the officers salary comes to 10%howit taking into account the vehicle and
supplies used for those details. The Borough néedmonitor any changes the Federal
Government may make regarding Social Security aradlibdre percentages. Changes may
necessitate an increase in the surcharge. Mayaoo Btated that the percentage charged to
commercial entities may need to be increased. reTisea major project ahead for the Borough
which is going to require Police detail. Counciman Kuncken stated if any increases are going
to be made to Social Security and Medicare tharimétion should be available in January. The
Governing Body asked Administrator McNeilly to rnegb Mr. Klinck at Lenape Valley and
state that the 10% fee cannot be waived and expldiat the fee entails. Administrator
McNeilly stated 7.65% of the 10% is Social Secudatyd Medicare costs. Mayor Maio stated
that the amount is with a temporary reduction whicgh be going to at least 9%. Administrator
McNeilly stated that this does not account for &xpenses incurred with the detail such as
driving there and back, equipment use or suppliédayor Maio stated that the Borough
currently has two grant applications pending. ©hehe projects may require Police detalil.
Administrator McNeilly stated that in some instamdi&ag men can be utilized instead of the
Police. The costs will be reviewed again in ther&p

Ambulance Update — Administrator McNeilly reported that he attend@dneeting in Netcong
with the Administrator and their CFO. Captain Kikewe and President DeDolce were also in
attendance. The timeline for the purchase anddtven payment of the new ambulance was
discussed. Administrator McNeilly provided the Mayand Council with the proposed Inter-
Local Shared Services Agreement that he creatddNetcong’s Administrator. The agreement
is based on the 2002 agreement that was usedddaghvehicle that was purchased. Mr. Stein
has reviewed the document.

Mr. Stein stated that the document has been brayghd date. There were changes in the law
particularly the adoption of the Uniform Sharedvgms Act. A change to paragraph five was
made in the event that the vehicle would need teddd, it would be done so with the joint
agreement with Netcong and Stanhope. CouncilwoKuamcken stated that for a period of
seven years from the date the ambulance is puseriace the municipalities will retain the lien
on the title of the vehicle. As a precaution fobe ttaxpayers of both communities there is a
safeguard in the event that the ambulance squaal lisnger able to provide services during that
seven year period. In that event the ambulancddvawyert back to the Boroughs of Stanhope
and Netcong and a determination on what would rieelde done with the vehicle would be
made jointly by both municipalities. AdministratblcNeilly stated after seven years the value
of the vehicle drops substantially. The 2002 arabcé title still lists both Boroughs as lien
holders. Mayor Maio asked what the anticipateccipase date is. Administrator McNeilly
stated that a resolution would be required forNloeember 2% meeting along with the $6,000
portion of the down payment on the bills list adlwéetcong will also be providing a $6,000
down payment. The purchase could then be madegtne first week in December. Two
vendors are currently under consideration. Theectirvehicle will be taken to the vendor and
the box will be removed and refurbished which whikkn be mounted to the new chassis. The
new vehicle should be ready for delivery by Mardh 2013. A loaner vehicle will be striped
and lettered for the interim period. For the megetn March the remaining $69,000 will need to
be on the bills list. Administrator McNeilly stakeghat Netcong's meetings will be held on
November 1 and &' and they will approve their resolution and bilkt ht that time.
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Budget 2013 — Administrator McNeilly reported that the CFO Idhstributed a second notice to
the Department Heads regarding budget requestsnimgtrator McNeilly stated that the return
rate has been below his expectations. The proeedas been changed this year to allow for
discussion prior to March. Mayor Maio asked if thepartment Heads have been told that if
they do not submit their request that the budgeitarwill be the same as last year or less. The
budget requests should be completed in the nexivegks. Most of the budgets that have been
received are from in-house. The Boards and Comomssre still outstanding. Mayor Maio
stated that budget discussions are going to begidecember and if the Governing Body does
not have budget information available they willasg that the budget will remain the same or if
cuts are needed that is where they will be maddmiAistrator McNeilly will have an update for
the next meeting in September.

Councilman Depew asked when Linden Avenue and @hBteet will be paved. Administrator
McNeilly replied that he does not have a confirntede from Eric Keller, Borough Engineer,
but it will be done this year.

Mayor Maio suggested that a contribution of $500nmmde to the American Legion to thank

them for the use of the hall for both the Mayor &@udincil and Land Use Board meetings during
construction at Borough Hall. Councilman Graharkedsif the funds are available. Mayor

Maio stated that funds are available in the celamaof public events budget. Administrator

McNeilly stated funds are also available in theldings and grounds budget. Mr. Stein stated
that a voice vote can be taken at this time andnvthe contribution is placed on the next bills
list a roll call vote will be taken. Mayor Maioked the Council if they were in favor of making

a $500 contribution to the American Legion. Thev&aing Body unanimously approved the

contribution.

Councilwoman Thistleton asked Administrator McNen/hich Boards and Commissions still
need to submit their budget requests. AdministritcNeilly replied that budget information
has only received from the Clerk, Tax Assessor,dLaise Board, Police Department and the
Board of Health.

PRESENTATION

JCP&L (John Anderson) — Mayor Maio introduced Johnderson who is the Borough
Representative from JCP&L. Mr. Anderson requestesipeak tonight to provide an update of
where JCP&L is now compared to last year. Mayordvistated that she just saw a report this
evening that is predicting a massive storm which begin on Sunday night. Mr. Anderson
stated that JCP&L is monitoring the storm which hasn named Hurricane Sandy. The models
are showing that the storm may move out to thenita

Mr. Anderson thanked the Governing Body for allogvinim to speak this evening with an
update on what JCP&L has done since last year'si¢dume Irene and the October snowstorm.
A lot of issues came to light with that storm. Téeare 450,000 customers served in the
Northern New Jersey region. During Hurricane Irprs¢ over 300,000 customers were affected
by that storm. This was the worst storm that eeaurred in this area. A few weeks later the
snowstorm occurred and that resulted in 380,00tbmeyrs without power. Poor communication
was a major issue. Mr. Anderson felt that he iettdwns down by not being able to provide the
level of information, detail or statistics regamglithe storm in a timely fashion. Improvements
have been made and lessons have been learned.JC&L website has been redesigned
(www.firstenergycorp.com). The outage map has bedasigned and is based on the tax codes,
not zip codes. This is a major step forward. hia past information specific to a particular town
would have to be relayed by a phone call. Therm&dion on the website is available 24/7 and
can also be accessed by smart phones. The informaill constantly change as outages occur
and as they are restored. The system also allogtsrmers to report an outage and to report if a
street light is out.

Mr. Anderson stated that laptop computers are beisilled in the line trucks. Work on this
project began before the storms last year. ladtalis will start during the first quarter of 2013
and will be completed by April. This system willaav the linemen to see the circuits and
information that in the past was only visible a thspatch office in Morristown. JCP&L will be
able to see where the trucks are. Outside crewsstar companies which are called in to assist
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during an emergency will all have the same systéia.the crews complete a task they can be
assigned to a new location based on their locat@@rews will be run more efficiently.

Two years ago JCP&L was sending out blast faxesfalbhat the time that the technology was
state of the art. So if a storm hit on Friday mjdWionday morning the clerk would come in to
find a stack of faxes with 48 hour old informatiodCP&L is now running a strictly emalil
system so that information is accessible, timelg @il be sent to the individuals that need to
know such as OEM, Mayor or Administrator. JCP&lslalded social media to their operations
and are on Facebook and Twitter. Mr. Andersoredt#ibat the technology is great and he is
pleased that information will be accessible. Lyesdr after the storms he was pulled in many
different directions and was not able to assishiglicustomers the way he wished. Last year was
significant in terms of how the company managedstbems events. The municipalities and the
power company are in this together and we need whaappening on both sides. During the
next storm Mr. Anderson will be able to exclusiveynmunicate with Mayors, Administrators,
Councils, etc. He does not want his towns to tieey have been left in the dark.

Mayor Maio thanked Mr. Anderson for attending tdrilg meeting. The lack of communication
and confusion that took place last year was frtistyafor everyone involved. Councilwoman
Kuncken appreciates hearing about the improveme@suncilwoman Kuncken stated that as
Mayor last year the conference calls that occustaded incorrect information and promises
were made that were not kept. Even the personial ttathe Borough representative did not
provide correct information. The technology isajrbut the information that is being provided
has to be up to date and correct. The most fitusgrahing was getting information in the
morning and by the afternoon the information wdfedent. Councilwoman Kuncken stated last
year she led out of state crews to the locationtheénBorough that needed attention where the
power was out. The crews that came into the Bdrduad no idea where the outages were.
Councilman Benson stated that the Borough’s powded from three different areas and the
crews last year had no idea. The power was o ford a half days last year.

Councilman Depew stated that he worked for Powdrlaght for 44 years. During a storm the
calls are processed in the order in which theyraceived. Councilman Depew asked why the
crews are not prioritized. In many cases powerldvdne restored simply by replacing fuses.
Mr. Anderson replied that from that perspective &Cknust adhere to a specific process. The
sheer volume of the outages made it difficult towrwhere all the crews were and to make sure
that the lines were clear for the switches to bewh was an issue. There was a sense of
urgency to restore power but safety was a conc€wuncilman Depew stated that maintenance
of the lines needs to be addressed. There ars afdames with no insulation. Administrator
McNeilly stated that Main Street has splices thrat six feet apart. On day six last year there
was a group of linemen from Wisconsin replacingefusn this side of town and tree workers
over on Elizabeth Street were almost thrown frosirthuckets when they replaced the fuses. In
last year’'s storm the Borough did not have one wiogvn within the Borough. The only
problem was the fuses which were due to the heaaryches that were on the lines. The only
wire that was lost was the one that burned whendfeav replaced the fuse and then a different
crew has to be assigned to repair it. That neididommat was out for an additional day and a half.

Mr. Anderson stated the training of the crews deiees the voltage levels that they are allowed
to work on. Crews have to be assigned jobs basdtier clearance. Mayor Maio stated that
while that is understandable, after your powerl®en out for five days and a JCP&L truck is in
sight you just want the power restored.

Administrator McNeilly asked Mr. Anderson to explaithe situation at Stonegate
Condominiums. Mr. Anderson stated that Stonegaseumderground utilities. The cable faulted
causing the outage and when that occurred theidocaf the fault was determined. The cable
needs to be dug up and replaced in this case. n&kamtor is ready to proceed with this repair
and Mr. Anderson will speak with his Administratorarrange for the work to be done as soon
as possible. The overhead solution has been plage to provide temporary power. This will
be an extensive repair but it will be done right awill eliminate future problems in that area.
Mayor Maio thanked Mr. Anderson for attending tdriig meeting.

Councilwoman Kuncken reported that the Fire Depantnfor the month of August answered 5
calls, had 5 drills and 1 meeting for a total ofd@ivities. For the month of September 5 calls
were answered, there were 4 drills and 1 meetifige Police Department total traffic citation
report lists a total of 100 violations for the mordf September. The law incident report lists
141 moving violations. Councilwoman Kuncken hadantbulance report.

Finance & Administration — Councilman Benson/Coungioman Kuncken— Councilman
Benson reported that tax collection for the fivgb tquarters was running above 97%. The third
quarter is at 95% and taxes will be due again imedaoer. No utility report at this time.

Community Development — Councilmen Thornton/Graham
Zoning, Construction, Code Enforcement, Economic Delopment, Chamber of
Commerce, Downtown Revitalization— Councilman Thornton had no report at this time.

Municipal Infrastructure — Councilmen Graham/Thormin
Water Distribution, Sewer Collection System, Road ©nstruction & Maintenance,
Buildings & Grounds — Councilman Graham had no report at this time.

Information Technology — Councilmen Depew/Benson

Acquisition of Hardware & Software, Technical Equipment Services, Telecommunication,
Cable Television Franchise -€Councilman Depew reported that he and Councilmars&e will

be meeting with Navitend to discuss website desigifhursday at 9:30. A meeting date has not
been set yet for the other vendor. Mayor Maio dskeAdministrator McNeilly will be
attending the meeting. Administrator McNeilly riepl that he will attend. Councilman Depew
stated that the Deputy Clerk should also attend.

Boards/Commissions — Councilwoman Thistleton/Countan Depew

Board of Health, Regional Planning Board, Environmatal Commission, Musconetcong
Sewerage Authority, Sanitation & Recycling, Recreabn Commission, Shade Tree
Commission, Land Use Board —Councilwoman Thistleton reported that the Recreatio
Commission is sponsoring the Halloween Parade whitlhbe held on Saturday, October™®7
beginning at Church Street and ending at the Foasd. There will be prizes for the children.
A dance is being planned for later in the year. yMaMaio stated that the dance has been
changed to a corned beef and cabbage dinner telb@hthe American Legion. Councilwoman
Thistleton asked the Borough Clerk to advise tHe®fstaff to refer any calls from the Animal
Control Officer to Monique McNeilly, Board of Hehlt There was an incident on the billing that
the Board of Health was unaware of. CouncilmansBanasked if that was the incident that
generated the large ACO bill. Councilwoman Thisthereplied positively.

COUNCIL BUSINESS

Taxi Cab License Ordinance — Mayor Maio asked the Borough Clerk to explaia Hituation
with the taxi cab licenses. Ellen Horak, Boroudark, stated that this issue was scheduled to be
discussed later this year. The Borough has hadaxién the Borough for several years. In the
past month three different people have inquiredualestablishing a taxi business in the
Borough. Mr. Stein stated that the legislaturengea the law to require municipalities to
establish an official number of taxi cab licendest will be issued. In the event that more people
wish to establish a taxi business than there aemsies permitted, the municipality can increase
the number of licenses which would be on an audiasis. This was designed as a vehicle for
the larger cities to be able to make money seliaxg licenses. The Borough has to determine a
set number.

Mayor Maio asked if there was an issue with peauming from New York to establish a
business in New Jersey but then working in New Yolkr. Stein stated there is a statute that
deals with that for issue for limousines and tdous that is something different. Councilwoman
Kuncken asked if there is any bearing on wherevéiecle is located with regard to the number
of vehicles they are allowed. Mr. Stein stated tlmousine and taxi licenses are different by
statute and by ordinance. A taxi license is anlseeto operate a business and must be approved
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by the Zoning Officer. Mayor Maio asked for inpart how many licenses should be allowed.
Councilman Graham asked if the number is based apulation. Mr. Stein stated that no
guidelines are provided to determine the numbedmifistrator McNeilly asked Mr. Stein if
there is a fee established with the license. MeinSreplied there is a $50 fee. All safety
standards, operational standards, equipment rebaimd background checks are done by state
statute and regulations. Where the vehicle is ghikeletermined by zoning. Mayor Maio asked
if the Borough states that three licenses are pdhithe location of those businesses would be
determined by the Zoning Officer. Mr. Stein comfed this. Mayor Maio asked if zoning is
designated for a taxi business. Mr. Stein statebuld be in a business zone. Councilwoman
Kuncken asked if this would also relate to a limoas Mr. Stein stated that limousines are
under a different statute. Councilman Benson adkedhis issue to be tabled to the next
meeting in order to research the issue. Mayor Maaded there is a limousine application
currently pending in Zoning. Councilwoman Kunckasked why the limousine is being held.
The Borough Clerk stated that she is under theasgion that more information was required
from the applicant. Mayor Maio stated that what déipplicant was originally requesting was not
allowed. The Governing Body will address this essil their next meeting. Mayor Maio asked
Administrator McNeilly to determine the number akis in Netcong, Byram and Hopatcong.
Mr. Stein will have the ordinance prepared for tiext meeting and the number can be added at
that time. Mayor Maio asked the Borough Clerk istrcbute Mr. Stein’s memo explaining this
issue.

Knox Box Ordinance — Mayor Maio stated that the Knox Box Ordinanceswaroduced and
passed based on a recommendation from the FirerlDega and the Fire Marshal. Since that
time there have been concerns expressed by at tisastocal businesses and Councilman
Graham asked for this issue to be put on the agemdahscuss the possibility of altering or
rescinding the ordinance. Councilman Graham sthit&iche would like the ordinance rescinded.
If the Knox Box Ordinance was voluntary then animadce would not be required.

Councilwoman Kuncken stated that at the last mgetshe, Councilman Graham and
Councilman Benson asked to have a discussion withSk&in to determine if an opt out clause
was an option or what Mr. Stein’s recommendation ihis regard.

Mr. Stein stated the Knox Box Ordinance is adoptedtler what is referred to as the
municipality’s general police powers. Local govaents have a police power to adopt local
ordinances for the public’s safety and protectibhves and property. Generally speaking when
an ordinance is adopted under this police poweu, sither have it or you do not have it. The
municipality is able to do this if the compellinglgic interest is for public safety, fire safety,
property safety and life safety and that is theoratl basis behind the ordinance and the courts
would say yes that Stanhope has the right to ddfsgu try to add flexibility into the ordinance

it can cause more problems. Mr. Stein statedtti®aBorough could do away with the ordinance
and suggest to all property owners that it is aimary program and the Fire Department could
administer it on those grounds but in Mr. Steirpgn@on that may be difficult. There would be
no way to enforce it. Mr. Stein is of the opinitwat the Council needs to decide if they want the
ordinance or not.

Councilman Thornton stated he was not on the Coatdhe time the ordinance was adopted
and he asked if the ordinance is in effect statewvaiad is this the only ordinance written for this
type of use. Mr. Stein replied no, that other roipalities have this type of ordinance and the
Borough’s was based on a town with this type otesys Mr. Stein replied that the ordinance
has been recommended by the Department of CommAffigys but there is not a statewide

statute that requires the municipalities to havec box system. Mr. Stein stated that all the
towns are similar in how the ordinance operates.

Councilman Graham stated that he is of the opithah the Knox Box program is a good idea
and applauds the fact that the Borough is doirguitfeels that it should be voluntary and the
Fire Department should establish a standard operaprocedure to state under what
circumstances they would use the system. Coungil@eaham stated this is an unfunded
mandate. The ordinance does not protect healthnatidre because if there is a fire the Fire
Department will kick down the door. This was metnprotect the front door of the business. If
the business owner chooses not to have that pianedtshould be their choice.
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Mayor Maio replied that one of the original consatens that were brought to the Governing
Body was the issue of a fire alarm call where ther@o visible sign of a fire. The Fire
Department waits outside if there is no visiblenstg fire waiting for the owner to arrive with a
key. If there is a fire it becomes worse the lartgey have to wait. Councilman Graham stated
that the Stanhope Fire Department and all thedfggartments in the County and State have been
operating on this basis for many years. The Figpddtment should recommend to every
business, especially restaurants, or anyone wigmatals or flammables, that they should have
Knox Boxes. The businesses should be educatetheosyistem and how it can protect their
property and lives.

Councilman Benson stated that his main concernvéding on this ordinance was for the
businesses on Main Street. Most of those busiadssee tenants living above and the buildings
are 100 years old with old wiring. If an alarm ga¥f and there is a sign of a fire the Firemen
are going in. Councilman Benson is of the opiniloat this is an unfunded mandate and after
giving it more consideration, he regrets supportimg ordinance and thinks that it should be
rescinded and made voluntary. Councilman Bensohtise opinion that a fund should be set up
over the next few years to have the municipality fix the boxes and if a business owner or
homeowner wants to install a box they would paytiierinstallation and the Borough would pay
for the box. Councilman Thornton asked how thariass owners that have already purchased
boxes would be handled. Councilman Benson rehatl the first step would be looking into
funding the purchasing the boxes.

Mayor Maio asked the Fire Department to commenthis issue. The ordinance was passed
based on the recommendation of the Fire Departm@htef Card stated that the issue arose the
night that they waited for over an hour for the ewar manager to arrive at Dollar General. The
Fire Department could have been in the buildingussd it and been done so that the engines
could have been released and Chief Card could Wwaited for the manager to come and secure
the building. If a key is in place the Fire Depaent will use the key even if there is a fire they
will not knock down the door. Councilman Grahamtetl that he was not saying that the Fire
Department is going to kick in the door if the keythere. An SOP needs to be established to
determine how situations like the one at Dollar &ahwould be handled. If you get called out
and there is reason to enter the building it isxgdb be done. Councilman Graham does not
think this should be a mandatory program. ChiaedGaated if they arrive at the scene and there
is not a lock box the fire Department has to waitdomeone to arrive. Councilwoman Kuncken
agrees on principal with the lock box and askethdre is a way to make this a voluntary
program and establish the procedure in an SORhelevent that a business does not participate,
can the SOP state that after 15 minutes accesdevitibtained by kicking in the door. Chief
Card replied that a timeframe cannot be put on Hangelike that.

Mayor Maio stated that in the event there is a ¢@aé on Main Street and there are no visible
signs of fire, if the department waits 15 minutésof Main Street could be lost. Councilman
Graham stated that the businesses should be egeduta have Knox Boxes. Chief Card said
that is why the request was submitted to the GorgrBody. Councilman Graham stated that
the business owners were not educated on the pnogthief Card said he will go and explain it
himself. Chief Card has a list of owners that adiye have the boxes and he has gone to their
place of business and explained the program. Trers have all indicated that this is a good
program. Councilman Graham stated that he isebthinion that most of the town will view it
that way but he does not feel that the governmemiilgl be stepping in to mandate this.

Alan Bookspan, ¥ Assistant Chief, asked Councilman Graham if thablem is that they have

to pay for something that is being mandated ortt@Borough is mandating something to them
that they have had no voice in. Councilman Grahgptied that he does not like the idea that
the Borough is mandating this and no options wererngat the time that the issue was presented.
Mayor Maio stated that options were not given whbkis ordinance was passed. It was
presented as a matter of public safety and thismetendation came to the Council and the
Council accepted that. The issue of opting inwrwas never discussed. It was strictly based
on public safety. Councilwoman Thistleton askedeCRard if any businesses have contacted
him. Chief Card replied that six have alreadyatfistl the boxes, five are waiting for the boxes
to be mounted and four applications have been ltande Councilwoman Thistleton is of the
opinion that when the public was present at thienteeeting most had questions but most seemed
to be in favor of the system. There were some weake undecided. Chief Card stated that the
security of the key is the biggest concern. MroBspan stated the SOP that has been created is
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a compilation of procedures that have been gathieosd all over the country and customized
for Stanhope. Much discussion took place regardiffgrent fire call scenarios and what the
local municipalities are doing.

Councilman Graham made a motion to rescind the KBax Ordinance and was seconded by
Councilman Benson. Much discussion took place.

Councilwoman Kuncken asked what happens if thenardie is rescinded and what the
Governing Body can do to put a voluntary programlacte. Mayor Maio asked what happens to
those people that have already purchased andletstile boxes. Councilman Benson would
like to subsidize the program. Mayor Maio statledt tthe Borough cannot afford to subsidize
this program. Administrator McNeilly stated thaetboxes have already been ordered for the
Fire Department. After a great deal of discusaitayor Maio suggested that due to the fact that
the program is in place and approximately 40 appbos have been distributed the ordinance
should remain in place and reviewed in the Spri@guncilman Benson withdrew his second to
the motion. Councilwoman Kuncken stated her coniethat businesses might be fined for not
complying. Councilman Graham stated that the ame will have to be enforced. Mr.
Bookspan stated that the Fire Marshal can exteaditfadline at the time of the inspections to
allow time for compliance because this is a nevgpam.

Mayor Maio thanked Chief Card anff'Assistant Chief Bookspan for their time.

Recreation Commission (request for flyer in water/sewer mailings) Maydaio stated that the
Recreation Commission has requested permissionttarp update of events to be mailed with
the water bills for the next billing and for nex¢ar with the understanding that the water bills
cannot exceed the weight limit for postage. Cdugreinted the request.
